F. Xavier D’Almada

One of the best known of the 
Colony’s residents passed away at 1 
am, to-day when Francisco Xavier 
D'Almada ¢ Castro dicd at St. Paul’s 
Hospital. 

Mr, D'Almada e¢ Castro came trom 
a family connected with Hongkong 
ever since the occupation of the 
Istand by the British, He was of 
Portuguese extraction. : 

His father, who was at one time 
in the offer of the Commissioner of 
Trade at Macao, came to Hongkonz 
and for forty years was ¢ngaged in 
the public service of the Colony. 

The subject of this notice received 
his education at St. Joseph's College, 
and on leaving, school he was articled 
to Mr, C. D. Wilkinson. He passed 
hls final examination jin Law = on 
August 13, 1897, and at the end of 
the same month he was admitted tu 
practice In the Supreme Court of 
Hongkong. 

He continued for a time to act o39 
the managing cleric for the firm of 
Messrs. Wilkinson and Grist, but fn 
1001 he commenced to practice fn 
the Hongkong courts on his own 
recounts, eventually founding the 
Firm of Messrs, D’Almnda — ond 
Smith, of which he was the head, 
However, In 1011 Mr, Crowther 
Smith and he separated and both set 
up jn independent practice in the 
Calony.

BILL 
PASSED 


Dublin, Feb, 21, 

The text of the Eire Treason Bill 
which has been issued provides the 
deith penalty for treason, consisting 
of Jevying war against the State or 
assistlng or conspiring to levy a war, 
or attempting by any violent means 
to overthrow the lawful Government. 
Every person who, being an Irish 
cltizen or ordinarily resident in Eire, 
outside the State 
shill be Hable to the death penalty 
on conviction. 

This sectlon has excited much in- 
terest and fds taken to mean that 
should a citizen of Elre act in a 
treasonable way towards Elre from 
another country, the Government of 
Eire could usk for hls extradition, 
and this may particularly apply: to 
Great Britain, 

Persons knowingly horbouring a 
traitor are Mable to a fine or two 
years’ imprisonment. Persons de- 
clining to disclose or deliberately 
withholding knowledge of treason 
are liable to five years’ Imprison- 
ment... 

A second bill entitled Offence 
Against the State Bill and aimed 
against the Irish Republican Army 
authorises the establishment - of 
special criminal courts which are 
expected in a day or two—Reuter 
Speciat.

This Is Not War 


O MOR insensate example of 

the utter irresponsibility of 
Jepan’s militarists could have 
been provided than by the horri- 
fying mass murder of civilians 
in British and Chinese territory 
on the Hongkong frontier yester- 
diy morning. 

It is hard to imagine that even 
Japan's: spokesmen, notorious as 
they care for the ease with 
which they make excuses for 
attacks on foreign lives and 
property, can tind excuse for 
yesterday’s violations. 

The airmen who visited the 
Hongkong frontier demonstrated 
for torty-five minutes the differ- 
ence ‘between mass murder and 
civilised warfare, - ois 
P What possible excuse can there 
et 

Firstly, the Honykong-Kwang- 
tung border is not demarcated by 
an imaginary line. It is clear and 
unmistakable, a wide strip of 
water that glimmers shimmering- 
ly to visiting airmen. 

Secondly, no traina run ‘on the 
Chinese section of the Kovloon- 
Canton Railway, and this fact is 
definitely known to the Japanese 
military authorities. 

Thirdly, the military post and 
ailway station at Lowu were 
clearly marked by ‘British flags. 
It would have been impossible for 
airmen bombing at low altitudes, 
as tho Japanese ‘bombed yester- 
day, not to see these. flags. 

These’ aro incidents that con- 
cern Great Britain, which already 
ig protesting {in- unmistakable 
terms to Tokyo. , 

Hut thero is another incident, 
a more ‘appalling incident, that 
concerns ‘the entire civilised 
world. i :

This Is Not War 

OQ MOREE insensate example of 

the utter irresponsibility of 
Sepan's militarists could have 
been provided thin by the horri- 
fying mass murder of civiliann 
in British and Chinese territory 
on the Hongkong frontier y esters 
day morning, 

It is hard to iniagine that even 
Japan's spokesmen, notorious as 
they are for the ease with 
which they make excuses for 
attacks on foreign lives and 
property, can find excuse for 
yesterday's violations. 

The airmen who visited the 
Hongkong frontier demonstrated 
for forty-five minutes the ditfers 
tnee between mass murder ‘und 
civilised warfare, me 

What possible excuse can there 
be? : 

Firstly, the Honykong-Kwang- 
tung border is not demarcated by 
un imaginary line. It is clear and 
unmistakable, a wide strip of 
water that glimmers shimmering- 
ly to visiting airmen. 

Secondly, no trains run on the 
iGhinese section of the Kowloon- 
Canton Railway, and this fact is 
definitely known to the Japanese 
military authoritles, 

Thirdly, the military post and 
riilway station at Lowu were 
clearly marked by British flags. 
it would have been impossible for 
airmen bombing at low altitudes, 
ag the Japanese. bombed yester- 
day, not to see these flags, 

heso aro incidents that con- 
cern Great Britain, which already 
js protesting in unmistakable 
terms to Tokyo. 

But there is another incident, 
a more appalling incident, that 
concerns the = entire — civilised 
world. 

Shum Chun was not a’ military 
objective. It has not been a 
military objective since the Japan- 
ese troops raided the border last 
December. « ‘The Japanese authori- 
thes are fully aware of the fact 
that no Chinese troops have been 
stationed at Shum Chun since the 
beginning of the ‘year—that the 
Chinese city is no repositery for 
war materinia and that even the 
anti-aircraft defences have been 
removed. * 

The Japanese authorities knew, 
too, that Shum Chun had - beer 
turned into a refugee zono by a 
refugee committee headed by the 
Bishop of Hongkong. They know 
that many refugees who sought 
sanctuary in Hongkong had re- 
turned to Shum Chun with the 
assurance from the Hongkong 
nuthorities, who recelved it from 
the Japanese military comman- 
ders, that 48 hours notico sould 
be piven before the ‘border area 
would again be molested. 

Tho Japanese cannot possibly 
find adequate excuses: for tho 
wholesale slaughter of n 
women and children that occurred 
in Shum Chun yestérday, They 
cannot possibly oxplain away the 
machine-gunning that claimed so 
many innocent lives, ; 

It was deliberate and barbaric 
massacre. BS

German’s Lies 
In London 
Police Court 


London, Feb, 21. 

Describing the evidence as a 
“tissue of lies"' Mr. Dunnett, Bow 
Street Magistrate, to-day sentenced 
the German Jew, Herr Sipfrid 
Gembicki, to six months’ imprison- 
ment. 

Gembieki hod asserted that he was 
a German fnaoncial adviser, and that 
he had been beaten in vn German 
concentration camp. “The papers 
wrote of “Financier Tortured” and 
“Whipped Refugee Beara Marks of 
Lashingts.”” 

When Mr, Dunnett henrd the case, 
it was proved that Gembicki was 
never smureled out of Germany—as 
he had alleged and that his recent 
trip to England had been made with 
a Danish passport. Nor wae {t possible 
that he had escaped from a gon- 
centration camp, for he had been 
travelling all the thm, Medical 
evidence also revealed that there 
were no marks of flogging. 

In passingg sentence, Mr, Dunnett 
said: “The man has never been
